2-Party System 


A Reuters dispatch from Rome 


reports that with 33 governments 
in 26 years Italy is so tired of 
politics she may turn to an 
authoritaran regime such as the 
Neo-Fascust party, heir of the 
late dictator Ben i to Mussolini. 


"The 
root of Italy's- 


problems," 
Reuters 


continues, "seems to lie in 
the proliferation of political 
parties. Nine major and 
many smaller parties run 
the gamut from extreme left 
to extreme right." 
Italy is merely the latest 


European nation whose political 
misfortunes cast doubt upon the 
workability of the democratic 
system. 
France presented a 


similar picture when her multi- 
party system ran government 
into chaos and forced the 
handing over of arbitrary power 
to the late Charles de Gaulle. 


Which should remind you that 


with all its petty faults our 
American two-party system has 
a great virtue—it enables the 
people to hold responsible for 
any grievance just one of two 
parties. That way lies stable and 
accountable government—in 
contrast to the chaos that many 
small parties have brought upon 
Europe. 


Here may be a thought for 


Americans: 
Our 
European 


contemporaries seem to lack 
discipline in the confusion of 
multi-party squabbling; is it not 
possible that the rigid structure 
of two parties in the United 
States forces discipline upon our 
people and therefore creates 
stable government? 


This is not to rule out a third 


party outburst on occasion. This 
writer wouldn't be honest if he 
didn't own up to supporting Bob 
LaFollette and his Progressive 
third party in 1924. But no third 
party has lasted for long in 
modern times. And for this we 
Americans should be grateful 
after viewing the chaos that

hoax,

covered, in the last few days, a 
memo by Mrs. Beard dated 
June 25, 1971. The firm said in 
a statement: "The genuine 
Beard memorandum is incon- 
sistent with the Anderson mem- 
orandum." 


At the same time, ITT re- 


leased copies of affidavits from 
Susan Ldchtman, Mrs. Beard's 
former secretary; William R. 
Merriam, head of the Washing- 
ton FIT office, and FIT security 
administrator Russell J. Tag- 
liareni, a former FBI agent. 


Brit Hume, the Anderson as-

Mrs. Beard, who has been

Dams Controversial in 4th

The controversial subject of 


dams made the rounds Monday 
with two candidates seeking the 
4th District Congressional seat 
endorsing projects. 


Richard S. Arnold of Texar- 


kana, 35, who is the lawyer for 
a group of conservationists that 
has halted construction of the 
Gillham Dam on the Cossatot 
River in Southwest Arkansas, 
came out Monday in support of 
the proposed Dorcheat Bayou 
project. 


And Richard Mays of Fl Do- 


rado, who also is seeking that 
4th District position being va- 
cated hy Rep. David Pryor, 
said he endorsed the Gillham 
Dam project. 


Arnold is the only one of four 


announced Democratic congres- 
sional candidates who has paid 
his filing fee. 


He told newsmen in Magnolia 


that if elected he would do "ev- 
erything possible" to see that 
the project is built as soon as 
possible and would "definitely 
vote for" the project. 


In a related development, the 


state Game and Fish Commis- 
sion voted Monday to negotiate 
with Army Engineers for more 
land in the mitigation plan for 
the bayou project. 


Richard "Broach, adminis- 


trative assistant for the com- 
mission, said the engineers pro- 
nosed to buy 1,400 acres of 
hardwood bottom land below 
Ihe proposed dam. The pro- 


posed lake, intended for water 
supply and recreation, will cov- 
er about 16,000 acres of hard- 
%vood bottom land. 


Broach said the exchange of 


16,000 acres for 1,400 acres is 
not a "very good swap." 


The dam site is 10 miles 


southwest of Magnolia. 


Mays said in an interview at 


Malvern that "C,od put man 
here to use and conserve natu- 
ral resources—I think we are 
intended to use natural re- 
sources for the benefit of man 
and make his life more com- 
fortable." 


Mays said he thought the Gill- 


ham Dam would "benefit man 
and I think it should be com- 
pleted." 


Hard Fighting in Fourth 
Day in Northern Laos 


SAIGON (AP) - Hard fight- 


ing raged today for the fourth 
day at the Long Cheng base in 
northern Laos, while in Cam- 
bodia 200 enemy rockets devas- 
tated three sections of Phnom 
Penh, killed at least 70 persons 
and wounded 120, according to 
official estimates. 


In South Vietnam, North Viet- 


namese sappers invaded the 
big South Vietnamese base at 
Tay Ninh and killed 13 govern- 
ment troops. 


Informed sources in Vien- 


tiane, the Ixjotian capital, said 
Laotian and Thai forces had re- 
captured a helicopter pad on 
the Skyline Ridge overlooking 
Long Cheng. But North Viet- 
namese troops holding two oth- 
er positions in the center of the 
ridge continued to pound the 
base in the valley below with 
heavy mortar barrages. 


The North Vietnamese were 


reported using frontal "human 
wave" assaults against the en- 
trenched defenders, and Ameri- 
can officials in Vientiane said 
they believed the Communists 
were suffering heavy losses. 


lx>ng Ghent,, 78 miles north- 


east of Vientiane, is considered 


the most important government 
base in northern Laos. 


The sapper attack at Tay 


Ninh, 60 miles northwest of Sai- 
gon, came before dawn. The 
sappers slipped in under cover 
of a rocket and mortar barrage 
and hurled satchel charges into 
a militia supply center on the 
base, killing 13 South Vietnam- 
ese soldiers and wounding 14. 


At the same time enemy 


frogmen set off a mine on a 
ferry nearby, damaging it 
heavily. 


The Tay Ninh base is the 


headquarters 
for 
the 
drive 


which 8,000 South Vietnamese 
troops are making against ene- 
my base areas in eastern Cam- 
bodia. 


The rocket bombardment of 


Phnom Penh early today was 
the heaviest attack on Cam- 
bodia's capital since the Viet- 
nam war spread to the neigh- 
boring country two years ago. 


Many of the casualties were 


refugees 
driven 
from 
their 


homes by the war. One entire 
refugee shanty town was wiped 
out, and more than 100 huts 
were leveled. 


A U.S. Embassy spokesman 


said there were no American 
casualties. 


Cambodian helicopter gun- 


ships patrolled the outskirts of 
the city after the attack and 
strafed at least 10 suspected 
rocket launching sites, all with- 
in an eight-mile radius of the 
center of the city. But there 
was no report of the results of 
the counterattack. 


A 
Cambodian 
military 


spokesman also reported heavy 
fighting in the district town of 
Neuk Leong, 32 miles southeast 
of Phnom Penh on the highway 
to Saigon. The spokesman said 
it appeared that the North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong were 
trying to cut the highway and 
move westward toward the cap- 
ital. 


In the market area of Tuck 


laak, less than a mile south- 
west of the downtown section, 
more than 20 rockets started 
raging fires that spread from 
house to house. 


The flames devasted a three- 


acre area, and the fire depart- 
ment never arrived. Bodies 
were scattered about the area.

25 Prisoners f scope 
Jail in Cincinnati

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - 


The FBI was asked today to 
join in a search for 25 prison- 
ers, four of them charged with 
murder, who escaped from the 
Hamilton County jail in down- 
town Cincinnati Monday night. 


The inmates, including four 


women, 
overpowered 
guards 


and obtained handguns in flee- 
ing the sixth-floor lockup in ci- 
vilian clothes. 


Officers 
initially 
reported 


three escapees were caught but 
H. D. Culler, chief deputy sher- 
iff, said 27 persons made the 
initial break and only two men 
were recaptured within the jail 
building. 


Culler said the break appar- 


ently was engineered by four 


prisoners and that one used a 
foreign made .32-caliber gun at 
the start of the break. 


The FBI was asked to help 


after officials said a federal 
charge of unlawful flight to 
avoid confinement could be 
filed against escapees 


As the prisoners fled, officials 


said, they seized four pistols 
and a teargas gun. 


Police at one point arrested 


30 suspects but only one was 
identified as an escapee and 
the others were released. 


A taxi driver reported that 


three escapees forced him to 
drive them to nearby Dayton, 
then fled on foot. 


The jail, built for about 175 


prisoners, 
housed 
about 275 


when the break occurred at 
9:30 p.m. Officials said seven 


jailers, the normal complement 
for the hour, were on duty. 


Judge Joseph Luebbers of

Court was working in his fifth 
floor office and was taken hos- 
tage briefly before being re- 
leased unharmed. A custodian 
in the courthouse and a night 
watchman were tied up and 
robbed, but neither was hurt. 


Harry Culler, the jail's chief 


deputy, said the break started 
when a trusty, William Butts, 
28, who faces an armed rob- 
bery charge, pulled a .32-cali- 
ber pistol on a paraplegic in 
charge of the jail office. Culler 
said Butts sold candy from a 
concession area in the jail. 


The prisoners seized 
four 


handguns and one teargas gun. 


Pay Board Labor Members May Quit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


majority of the five labor mem- 
bers on President Nixon's Pay 
Board reportedly is on the 
brink of quitting the board to 
protest White House wage-price 
regulations. 


"We're closer to walking off 


the Pay Board than at any time 
since Phase 2 began," said one 
high source in the AFL-CIO, 
which has three members on 
the labor-industry-public board. 


One Pay 
Board 
member. 


President Floyd Smith of the 
AFI.-CIO International Associ- 
ation of Machinists and Aero- 
space Workers, said he is ready 
to vote at a labor summit meet- 
ing Wednesday to walk off the 
board. 


A high source in the United 


Auto Workers said, however, 
that his union isn't ready to 


give up its seat on the Pay 
Board, and the Teamsters un- 
ion also is reported reluctant to 
quit. The Teamsters and Auto 
Workers are not affiliated with 
the 13.6-million-member AFL- 
CIO. The five labor members 
previously have worked closely 
on Pay Board matters.

6 to 1 vote the Supreme Court 
today struck down Tennessee's 
one-year residence requirement 
for voting in state and congres- 
sional elections.

Marshall, said the 
one-year 


barrier did not serve a "com- 
pelling" interest of the state 
and interfered with the right of 
citizens to travel and take up 
homes in new states. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 


ger stood alone in dissent. He 
disputed that it is a violation of 
the Constitution 
"to require 


newcomers to be exposed to 
state and local problems for a 


reasonable period such as one 
year before voting."

BELFAST (AP) — The Irish 


Republican Army killed anoth- 
er British soldier in Londonder- 
ry Monday night and a bomb 
exploded in County Down early 
today, but the bomb casualties 
were slight. 


The Provisional wing of the 


IRA said it killed 19-year-old 
John Taylor in retaliation for 
"the murder of civilians by 
troops." 


He was the 285th person to 


die in Northern Ireland's com- 
munal warfare since August 
1969, and the 28th this month. 


An estimated 50 pounds of ge- 


lignite exploded in a parked car 
in the town of Banbridge just 
after 
midnight, 
wrecking a 


drapery store and damaging 60 
other shops. Flying glass gash- 
ed several persons, including a 
policeman. No warning 
was 


given, and it was the first such 
explosion in the predominantly 
Protestant town of 6,000 which is 
25 miles southwest of Belfast. 


The IRA so far had neither 


admitted nor denied planting 
the 100-pound bomb that killed 
six persons and wounded 146 
outside a Protestant newspaper 
in Belfast Mondav.

the dangers that are obvious and 
necessary, just as a fencer ac- 
cepts the risk of a thrust by his 
antagonist." 


Most often, the doctrine 


been applied in golf. Thus: 


A golfer shanked an iron shot, 


and his ball struck another play- 
er standing far to the right. Ad- 
mittedly, 
he had 
not 
yelled 


"Fore!" before taking his swing. 
Nevertheless, he could not fairly 
have foreseen danger to anyone 
so far out of range. 


Result: a court ruled that the 


victim should not collect dam- 
ages. The court said this was the 
kind of risk he had assumed by 
going onto a golf course in the 
first place. 


But the doctrine does not ap- 


ply to risks that are not "nat- 
ural" to the sport—that are due 
instead of somebody's miscon- 
duct. 


In another case two fishermen 


were sitting in a rowboat when 
one, trying to make a backward 
cast, hooked his companion in 
the check. Sued later for dam- 
ages, he sought refuge in the 
doctrine of assumption of risk. 


"Accidents," 
he 
said, 
"will 


happen." 


But the court said accidents 


like this will not happen if fish- 
ermen 
are 
reasonably 
careful 


with their hooks. The victim had 
not 
aiMimed a risk, said the 


court, that was preventable by 
plain common sense.

STANDORD, Calif. (AP) - 


The telltale biochemical finger- 
print's of a suspected human 
cancer virus have been found 
in the healthy relatives and 
friends of cancer victims, a sci- 
entist said Monday. 


The discovery supports a pro- 


vocative but still unproven idea 
that some cancers might be 
transmitted from person to per- 
son by a virus. 


Dr. S. Kingsley Sanders of 


the Sloan Kettering Institute for 
Cancer Research in New York 
discussed on Monday the re- 
sults of the institute's latest 
work with scientists from 11 
countries meeting at 
Stanford 


University for a symposium on 
Hodgkin's disease—cancer of 
the lymphatic system. 


Sanders and his colleagues 


reported last September evi- 
dence that two different virus- 
like particles exist in oancer 
cells taken from Hodgkin's dis- 
ease patients and grown in the 
laboratory. The scientists said 
then the next step was to test 
relatives, friends and others 
close to Hodgkin's disease vic- 
tims for antibodies to the can- 
cer virus particles. Antibodies 
would be 
produced by 
the 


body's natural defense mecha- 
nism after exposure to the 
virus and would be the finger- 
prints of the virus' presence. 


These studies, which Sanders 


said Monday were preliminary 
and incomplete, showed posi- 
tive antibody tests in (50 per 
cent of those who did not have 
Hodgkin's disease but were 
closely associated with a victim 
of the disease. 


Studies of "normal" individ- 


uals with no history of contact 
with.the disease showed only 30 
per cent positive, Sanders said. 


He stressed in an interview 


that there still is no conclusive 
evidence the virus 
particles 


cause Hodgkin's disease. 


The immediate importance of 


the findings, Sanders said, is 


that scientists now have a pow- 
erful tool to test large popu- 
lations for evidence of the virus 
particles. Such data then could 
be correlated with geographic 
and environmental factors that 
seem to influence the disease.

charged by felony information 
and cither were convicted or 
pleaded guilty. 


Tucker, a declared candidate 


for the Democratic nomination 
for attorney general, said the 
problem is how to dispose of 
such cases. 


He said his office handled 107 


cases involving 130 people in 
1071 and more than 100 cases 
against about 75 people in the 
first two months of this year. 


An amendment to the law by 


the special legislative session in 
February specifically provided 
that the crime in question is a 
felonv. 


Tucker said a person con- 


victed under the law might be 
moved from the penitentiary to 
the cminty penal farm, but that 
this might not solve the prob- 
lem. 


A term of one year at the 


county farm, he said, would he 
more severe than an equal 
term at the penitentiary, since 
penal farm inmates lack access 
to parole. 


He said such a system might 


lead courts to rule that tertns 
exceeding one year at the coun- 
ty farm constitute cruel and un- 
usual punishment. 


The 1971 act originally pro- 


vided a felony-1 ype penalty- 
imprisonment for a period of 
years—hut did not specify that 
the imprisonment would be in 
the state penitentiary. 


Since the penalty was not 


specified to be served in the 
penitentiary, 
the 
Supreme 


Court said, the law required 
that the offense be considered a 
misdeameanor, not a felony. 


Tucker told a Benton civic 


club that young people need an 
education on the consequences of 
some of the acts that they may 
perform as they become adults.

The ICC also proposed to re- 


quire Amtrak to hold all con- 
firmed reservations until 30 
minutes before trains leave. 


The corporation said this re- 


quirement, while reasonable in 
some circumstances,

make an absolute reservation 
system on certain high-demand 
routes." 


Amtrak said that while it 


may be desirable that all sta- 
tions be open at hours pre- 
scribed in the proposal and pro- 
vide a full range of ticketing, 
baggage checking and other 
services, the reality is that 
adoption of such rules at this 
time would necessarily result in 
downgrading service to flag- 
stop status or eliminating it al- 
together at a number of un- 
manned stations where Amtrak 
is trying to maintain service. 


The statement said the rigid 


requirement that advance res- 
ervations and specific seat as- 
signments be provided on all 
coaches traveling more than 
three hours would completely 
undercut Amtrak's efforts to 
provide low-cost coach trans- 
portation on a nonreservation 
basis.

and it is the usual response 
to some anticipated danger 
or difficulty. There is hardly 
a person who won't have 
anxiety if someone has a re- 
volver against his head. 


Actually, a certain degree 


of anxiety sometimes stimu- 
lates people to perform bet- 
ter 
than 
they 
otherwise 


would. But persistent anxiety 
or too much anxiety can 
actually decrease efficiency. 


When the anxiety becomes 
severe enough to cause prob- 
lems or interfere with per- 
formance or becomes out of 
proportion to the threat of 
danger it is properly called 
an anxiety neurosis. The in- 
dividual feels uncomfortable 
and tense. These sensations 
are changes in moods. In 
addition, the person may 
have disturbance in their 
normal intellectual capacity 
or they may develop symp- 
toms of illness which may 
include indigestion, tremor, 
rapid heart beat, high blood 
pressure, over-breathing, in- 
creased salivation and di- 
lated pupils. The prolonga- 
tion of this state often leads 
to fatigue. The listlessness 
and fatigue that people ex- 
perience with anxiety gives 


rise to the term of neuro- 
asthenia. These people often 
have feelings of faintness. 


According to your letter, 


you were under continuous 
strain for two years with 
your third child. Although 
you don't explain why this 
was true, it is reasonable to 
assume that this caused you 
a certain amount of anxious- 
ness or that your responsi- 
bilities with your other chil- 
dren and running the house- 
hold, plus the problem with 
the 
third 
child, 
severely 


strained your capacity and 
caused you to be anxious 
about being able to cope with 
the situation. 


There are many causes for 


fatigue and anxiety is indeed 
one of them. It is true that 
anemia will cause fatigue 
but there are far more cases 
of fatigue than there are of 
anemia. Of course, if you 
should have iron deficiency 
inemia, it should be able to 
be diagnosed very simply 
and proper treatment should 
be easily provided. 


The usual treatment for 


prolonged anxiety of the type 
I assume you have is reas- 
surance, a physician who can 
sit down and discuss the 
various problems with the in- 
dividual frequently enough 
for the patient to thoroughly 
explore his life situations and 
his problems and by talking 
about them usually some of 
the anxiety or fear disap- 
pears. If tht condition is very 
severe, it is often wise to get 
psychiatric 
counseling 
or 


help. For simple anxieties 
such help is often successful. 
Tranquilizers have been used 
with varying degrees of suc- 
cess, but for chronic anxiety, 
it is preferable to have psy- 
chiatric therapy to see if the 
basic problems can be re- 
solved.
